1 . COMMISSION PROPOSALS EOR PROGRAM AND AGENDA SEEM 
GENERALLY SATISEACTORY. WE DO NOT EEEL THAT THE OPTION OP

NECESSARY. ON THE OTHER HAND, TO GIVE SUFPICIENT TIME EOR

TOPICS WHICH WE WILL WANT TO TAKE UP WITH THEM. AS IN THE 

PAST, OP COURSE, THERE IS NO INTENTION ON OUR PART TO 
LIMIT MATTERS WHICH CAN BE DISCUSSED UNDER MAJOR AGENDA 
HEADINGS. 

4. YOU SHOULD POINT OUT TO THE COMMISSION THAT WE ARE 
HOPING TO ARRANGE EOR ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE DISCUSSION REGARDING POLITICAL/ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS WITH THIRD COUNTRIES, EG, PORTUGAL AND GREECE/ 
TURKEY/CYPRUS. HARTMAN WILL ALSO, OP COURSE, BE PARTICI- 
PATING IN NATO SUMMIT BUT IT WOULD APPEAR THAT HE CAN 
ATTEND SESSION I DINNER ON THURSDAY EVENING AND PROBABLY 
ALSO SESSION II ON FRIDAY MORNING. COUNSELOR SONNENPELDT
